Cars hit by debris. 
Downtown streets 
blocked off while 
authorities respond

More than 250 guests were 
evacuated from Edmonton’s 
downtown Westin hotel 
Sunday after a large chunk 
of the building’s exterior 
brick wall fell, smashing 
cars parked in a adjacent 
lot. 

Edmonton police and 
fire rescue arrived on scene 
shortly after 10 a.m. after 
hotel staff heard the col¬ 
lapse. 

Debris from the south¬ 
facing wall scattered as far 
as the sidewalks along Jas¬ 
per Avenue, leaving a hole 
roughly 20 feet by 100 feet 
in the building, exposing 
insulation. 

Edmonton Fire Service 
district chief Randy Sha- 
lcura spoke with reporters 
on scene, noting it was too 
early to know the future of 
the building. 

“Any time you have a col¬ 
lapse you don’t know how 
bad it’s going to get so we’re 
going to err on the side of 
caution and we’re going to 
evacuate the building and 
go from there,” Shalcura 
said. 

While the hotel reported 


no injuries to guests or staff 
from the collapse, Calgary 
resident Elsie Kayln was one 
of the guests whose car was 
hit by the debris. 

Visiting the city for a 
family reunion, Kayln said 
it’s upsetting to see the 
damage to her brand-new 
vehicle. 

“I was going to move my 
car today and find a cheaper 
place to park,” said Kayln, 
who was working out at the 
hotel’s gym when the col¬ 
lapse happened. 

Working down the street 
at Taste of Edmonton, Joe 
Barbeau said he could hear 
the collapse in Churchill 
Square. 

“You know when you 
drop a big brick into an 
empty bin, (the noise) was 
almost identical,” Barbeau 
said. 

Police barricaded two 
city streets — 100 Street 
and 99 Street — as crews 
monitored the wall Sunday, 
also closing off a chunk of 
Jasper Avenue. The roads 
were reopened shortly after 
3 p.m. when a structural 
engineer deemed the build¬ 
ing was safe for guests to 
re-enter. 

According to a city 
spokesperson, the engineer 
found the damage only af¬ 
fected the face of the build¬ 
ing and didn’t pose a threat 
to the hotel’s structural in¬ 
tegrity. 

The parking lot where 
the debris fell was still cor¬ 
doned off Sunday afternoon.

Air-1 helicopter limitations 
highlighted in fly-along 



Chopper. Proposal for 
new birds comes at 
high costs for city 


It’s the first call of the night 

— police on the ground are 
following a vehicle with a sus¬ 
pected stolen licence plate. 

Edmonton police pilot Tyler 
Tebbutt and flight officer Tom 
Bechthold are ready to lift off 
with a Metro reporter along 
for the ride, and a 10-minute 
flight ahead of them — over 
Sturgeon County and Big Lake 

— just to reach the city lim¬ 
its. The officers following the 
vehicle on the ground wait the 
10 minutes while Air-1 pushes 
to get there. 

Timely response to calls is a 
new challenge for the Edmon¬ 
ton police helicopter, with its 
new Villeneuve Airport home 
adding considerably to the re¬ 
sponse time. 

Officers on the ground wait 
patiently for Air-1 support, be¬ 
fore turning on their lights to 
stop the car. When they do, it 
makes no attempt to lead them 
on a pursuit. 

If a pursuit had started, 
Bechthold said ground units 
would back off and Air-1 
would follow the vehicle until 
it stopped. He said it makes a 
potentially dangerous situation 
more routine. 

“It takes the speeds out of 
the high-speed pursuits and 
that’s exactly what we want,” 
he said. 

Bechthold said he under¬ 
stands cash for a new $8-mil- 


lion police chopper is a big ask, 
but he also believes the heli¬ 
copter is a valuable crime-fight¬ 
ing tool that’s now limited. 

“We’re doing the best we 
can, but it’s frustrating for us 
in terms of response time,” he 
said. 

In the chopper’s last call be¬ 
fore having to return to Ville¬ 
neuve they search through 
school fields looking for three 
young girls reported missing. 
While Bechthold admits find¬ 
ing the girls from overhead is 
unlikely, the infrared camera 
can quickly determine where 
ground units don’t have to 
look. 

Last week, a different team 
used Air-1 to rescue seven way-

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A student experiment 
that’s out of this world 


DiscoverE. Getting a 
glimpse of Earth's curves

Edmonton students got their 
first taste of space exploration 
Friday as a camera they sent 
up to the atmosphere dropped 
back to Earth, revealing foot¬ 
age from 30 kilometres up in 
the sky. 

As part of the University of 
Alberta’s DiscoverE outreach 
program, last week a weather 
balloon with a camera attached 
was launched, which travelled 
upwards of 30,000 metres into 
the Earth’s atmosphere, before 
popping and returning the foot¬ 
age to earth. 

“Our goal is to just get kids 
engaged and inspired in sci¬ 
ence, technology, engineering 
and math (STEM),” said Dis¬ 
coverE camp and workshop co¬ 
ordinator Alissa Boyle. 

Along with summer camps, 
Boyle said DiscoverE travels 
throughout northern Alberta 


and the Northwest Territories 
to teach students. 

“We travel because we feel 
like we want to break down 
barriers children might have to 
engaging in STEM, so we bring 
science to their communities so 
that they can see it’s something 
they can engage in as well.” 

Heading DiscoverE’s space 
voyage camp, Dillon Andrus 
said the summer camps appeal 
to more than just science-en¬ 
thusiast students. 

“We see these kids getting 
empowered in something and 
thinking that one day they 
could go to space,” he said. 

Now in its 21st year, Dis¬ 
coverE has seen 250,000 stu¬ 
dents complete its programs 
and camps. 

According to Boyle, the 
point of the program, includ¬ 
ing the weather balloon experi¬ 
ment, is to give students an 
idea of what they can accom¬ 
plish with science. 

“I find that this project 
in particular and a lot of the 
other big-scale projects we do 
in the camps, it breaks barriers 
children put in their minds al¬ 
ready,” she said.

EPSB looking to add in-house construction team 



Edmonton’s public school dis¬ 
trict is looking at reestablishing 
a team to oversee new school 
construction after the province 
announced it won’t be using a 
public-private partnership (P3) 
for 19 planned schools. 

Last month, Alberta’s infra¬ 
structure minister announced 
it would abandon the proposed 
private-public partnership for 


19 schools, including three in 
Edmonton, slated to open in 
2016. 

The decision could see some 
school openings delayed until 
2017. 

Instead of a P3, the province 
is opting to build the schools 
through its own procurement 
method, something EPSB’s 
managing director Lome Par¬ 


ker said the district would like 
to be involved in. 

“We have veiy little involve¬ 
ment with the P3 process so 
we’ve downsized some of our 
facility’s staff because of that,” 
said Parker. 

“Moving forward, if the 
province continues to construct 
schools under the post-P3 pro¬ 
cess, we’d (like to) rebuild our 


staffing component to do that 
work,” he added. 

The district is in consulta¬ 
tion with the province to bring 
back a team for the facility de¬ 
partment to oversee the build¬ 
ing of new schools. 

“Having the ability to have 
influence over the construction 
of the schools is certainly a de¬ 
sirable situation for us,” Parker 


noted. 

Spokesperson for Infrastruc¬ 
ture Alberta Parker Hogan said 
while the province isn’t using 
P3s for the latest set of schools, 
it’s still an option for the new 
schools in the future. 

“At the end of the day it’s all 
about providing value for the 
taxpayers’ dollars,” Hogan said.

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Pro-Russia rebels take control 
of Malaysia Airlines crash site 



Eastern Ukraine. 

International concern 
growing over handling 
of bodies and integrity of 
evidence on the ground 


Rebels in eastern Ukraine 
took control Sunday of 
the bodies recovered from 
downed Malaysia Airlines 
Flight 17, and the U.S. and 
European leaders demanded 
that Russian President Vlad¬ 
imir Putin make sure rebels 
give international investiga¬ 
tors full access to the crash 
site. 

U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry said Ukraine’s 
separatists were to blame 
for the downing of the air¬ 
craft, adding there was 


“extraordinary circumstan¬ 
tial evidence” that showed 
Russia was almost certainly 
complicit in arming the re¬ 
bels. 

“There’s a stacking up of 
evidence here, which Rus¬ 
sia needs to help account 
for. We are not drawing the 
final conclusion here. But 
there is a lot that points at 
the need for Russia to be re¬ 
sponsible,” Kerry said. 

The key question of who 
controlled the collection of 
evidence at the crash site in 
rebel-held territory domin¬ 
ated the day’s rapid-fire de¬ 
velopments. International 
monitors say armed rebels 
have limited their access to 
the crash site and Ukrainian 
officials said armed rebels 
took the bodies away from 
their workers by force. 

A wave of international 


outrage over how the bod¬ 
ies of the crash victims were 
being handled came amid 


fears that the armed rebels 
who control the crash site 
could be tampering with the 


evidence there. 

Donetsk rebel leader 
Alexander Borodai said the 


bodies recovered from the 
crash site would remain in 
four refrigerated train cars 
in the rebel-held town of 
Torez, 15 kilometres from 
the crash site, until the ar¬ 
rival of an international avi¬ 
ation delegation. 

The leaders of France, 
Germany and Britain issued 
a statement demanding that 
Putin make sure pro-Russia 
separatists in Ukraine give 
full access to investigators 
at the Malaysian plane crash 
site or risk the ire of Europe. 

The U.S. embassy in Kyiv 
issued a strong statement 
Sunday saying it has con¬ 
cluded “that Flight MH17 
was likely downed by a 
SA-11 surface-to-air mis¬ 
sile from separatist-con¬ 
trolled territory in eastern 
Ukraine.”

Poll: Harper agenda out of touch with Canadians* concerns 



Public-opinion research for the 
federal Finance Department 
suggests key government poli¬ 
cies are out of step with Can¬ 
adians’ priorities, including 
the Northern Gateway project. 

Members of focus groups 
consulted prior to the Feb¬ 
ruary budget had “little en¬ 
thusiasm” for the proposed 
bitumen pipeline to the B.C. 


coast — even those who said 
they support the controversial 
project. 

And among the 12 groups 
consulted — from Coquitlam, 
B.C., to Bridgewater, N.S. — 
the economy itself was not a 
top-of-mind concern. 

Rather, the groups spon¬ 
taneously raised education, 
health care, pensions and vet¬ 


erans as their key issues. 

They also called for more 
processing and refining of 
Canada’s oil resources at 
home, and to do so in a more 
environmentally safe manner. 

The findings of the January 
focus groups, commissioned 
from NRG Research Group, 
suggest the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s central policy themes 


— trade and the economy, 
with an emphasis on energy 
exports — are resonating less 
with Canadians. 

“There is little enthusiasm 
for the (Northern Gateway) 
project, even among support¬ 
ers,” says a Jan. 25 report on 
the findings. 

“Detractors worry about 
the environmental conse¬ 


quences in the event of a spill, 
particularly as a result of a 
tanker accident off the B.C. 
coast.” 

“There is an appreciation 
that increased market access 
for oil will be economically 
beneficial but there is still a 
desire to do so in a more en¬ 
vironmentally safe manner.”

Power cuts, supply 
shortages. Doctors 
have become masters 
of improvisation 


In the heart of Gaza City, as 
its citizens again find them¬ 
selves under fire from Israeli 
airstrilces and artillery, the 
wounded and their wailing 
families stream into Shifa Hos¬ 
pital without end. 

Shifa, Gaza’s largest hospi¬ 
tal, has only an 11-bed emer¬ 
gency room and six operating 
theatres. Yet amid power cuts 
and among the screams of the 
bereaved, doctors at the 600- 
bed facility have become mas¬ 
ters of improvisation, forced 
by the seemingly unending 
conflict engulfing the coastal 
strip to care for the wounded. 

“If we are in the middle of 
an operation (and) lights go 
out, what do the Palestinians 
do?” said Mads Gilbert, a Nor¬ 
wegian doctor who has volun¬ 


teered at Shifa on and off for 
17 years. “They pick up their 
phones, and they use the light 
from the screen to illuminate 
the operation field.” 

The wounded from Israeli 
strikes usually arrive in waves. 
More than 3,000 Palestinians 
already have been wounded in 
the past two weeks of fighting, 
health officials say. Many, in¬ 
cluding the most serious cases, 
end up at Shifa. 

A new wave of casualties 
arrives after daybreak Sunday, 
following a night of heavy Is¬ 
raeli tank fire on Gaza City’s 
Shijaiyah neighbourhood. Hos¬ 
pital guards shout at drivers 
to move to make room for the 
next vehicles, pushing back 
journalists and onlookers. 

Some of the wounded get 
treated in a hallway near the 
emergency room. A medic 
bandages the foot of an emer¬ 
gency worker writhing in pain 
on a mattress on the floor. 
A little boy with shrapnel 
wounds arrives and the emer¬ 
gency worker slides off the 


mattress to the hard floor for 
the child. 

Dr. Jihad Juwaidi says his 
six operating rooms filled up 
quickly and that even the ser¬ 
iously wounded have to wait 
for surgeiy, including a little 


girl with a fractured skull. 

Choosing who gets treated 
first is gut-wrenching, says Dr. 
Allam Nayef, who works in one 
of Shifa’s intensive care units. 

“Sometimes you have to se¬ 
lect which one of them has the 


best chance to survive,” Nayef 
says. “Easily in this rush, you 
can take a bad decision, that 
the one (patient) you thought 
will wait for you ... you won’t 
find him when you finish your 
surgeiy.” the associated press 


Banned protest 


French youth 
dash with police 

Pro-Palestinian French 
youth defying a ban on 
a protest against Israel’s 
Gaza offensive clashed 
with police Sunday, set¬ 
ting fire to cars, pillaging 
stores and throwing 
stones in a Paris suburb. 

Police, backed by a 
helicopter overhead, 
responded with tear gas 
and shots from non-lethal 
guns during hours of 
unrest in the northern 
suburb of Sarcelles, home 
to a large Jewish com¬ 
munity. 

The unrest was the 
second time in two days 
that pro-Palestinian 
demonstrations in France 
turned violent. The dem¬ 
onstration, like the one 
in Paris on Saturday, had 
been banned to ensure 
peace. 

France has Western 
Europe’s largest Muslim 
and Jewish popula¬ 
tions, and crises in the 
Middle East, like the one 
triggered by the Gaza 
offensive, often spill into 
France, the associated press

Red flags raised 
about Canadian 
Ukraine missions 

A new internal govern¬ 
ment report has once 
again raised questions 
about the risks of the 
Harper government’s pen¬ 
chant for sending large 
teams of Canadian elec¬ 
tion monitors to Ukraine. 

The March report, 
prepared by an outside 
consultant for the Foreign 
Affairs Department, says 
sending the bilateral 
missions of independent 
observers comes with 
some dangers to Canada’s 
credibility. 

But Foreign Affairs is 
defending the missions, 
saying they help promote 
Canadian values, such as 
supporting democracy. 

Ottawa sent 350 people 
to monitor the May 25 
presidential ballot in 
Ukraine in a Canadian-led 
bilateral mission. 

Another 150 Canadians 
went as part of a separate 
multinational effort led 
by the Organization for 
Security and Co-operation 
in Europe (OSCE), which 
is seen as the most cred¬ 
ible international body for 
conducting such missions. 

The Canadian Press 
obtained a copy of the 
independent audit of 
Canada’s Election Obser¬ 
vation Missions program, 
known as EOM, which 
notes that the multilateral 
OSCE missions are widely 
viewed as a much better 
idea than the Canadian 
bilateral ones.

Website bears witness. 

Stories of harassment 
at school, work and 
on transit pour in from 
around the world 


When Laura Bates was fol¬ 
lowed home one night by a 
man from her bus, she didn’t 
think much of it. Incidents 
like that just seemed to be 
part of living in London, Eng¬ 
land. 

But the writer said several 
other similar situations fol¬ 
lowed within days. One stran¬ 
ger shouted obscenities at her 
out of a car window. Another 
propositioned her forcefully 
in a cafe. A third groped her 
on the bus, and commuters 
looked away when she spoke 
up. She was startled not so 
much by the incidents — but 
how accustomed she had 
become to brushing such be¬ 
haviour aside and not taking 
action. 

“I started talking to other 
women, and I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve how many stories they 
had. I think many of us just 
think, ‘Maybe I’m unlucky,”’ 
said Bates, 27, in an interview. 
“Just like me, so many of them 
said, ‘Until you asked me, I’ve 
never talked to anyone about 
this.’” 

Those conversations trig¬ 
gered the birth of the Eveiy- 
day Sexism Project, a website 


that Bates set up for women to 
share their experiences of sex¬ 
ism and harassment in their 
daily lives — in the office, on 
the train, in school or on the 
street. Two years on, what 
started as a simple idea has 
become a movement that is 
steadily gaining momentum, 
galvanizing support from pol¬ 
iticians, police and thousands 
of women and men from Brit-

ain and beyond. 

The project has collected 
70,000 posts from some 20 


countries, describing a wide 
range of unwelcome behav¬ 
iour and offences from a col¬

league’s casual comment to 
unreported rapes. Many tell 
of assault, threats of violence 
and verbal abuse in public 
places. Others report seeming¬ 
ly innocuous behaviour and 
comments: One woman tells 
how a sales assistant handed 
back her change to her male 
friend, after she had paid for 
the goods. 

The outpouring on Bates’ 
website, and the attention it 
has garnered, has translated 
into some successes offline. 
Bates has addressed a United 
Nations-hosted forum and 
worked with British polit¬ 
icians, schools and businesses, 
and she and other activist 
groups have collaborated with 
British Transport Police to 
help reduce sexual assault and 
unwanted sexual behaviour 
on subway trains and buses.

HIV diagnosis rate drops in U.S.: Study 


The rate of HIV infections diag¬ 
nosed in the United States each 
year fell by one-third over the 
past decade, a government 
study finds. Experts celebrated 
it as hopeful news that the 
AIDS epidemic may be slowing 
in the U.S. 

“It’s encouraging,” said Pat¬ 
rick Sullivan, an Emory Univer¬ 
sity AIDS researcher who was 


not involved in the study. 

The reasons for the drop 
aren’t clear. It might mean few¬ 
er new infections are occurring. 
Or that most infected people 
already have been diagnosed so 
more testing won’t necessarily 
find many more cases. 

“It could be we are ap¬ 
proaching something of a ‘ceil¬ 
ing effect,”’ said one study lead¬ 


er, David Holtgrave of Johns 
Hopkins University. 

The study was released on¬ 
line Saturday by the Journal 
of the American Medici Asso¬ 
ciation. It is part of the journal’s 
special report on HIV research, 
issued ahead of the Internation¬ 
al AIDS Conference that starts 
Sunday in Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia.

You would think that Canada’s 
housing market was the cham¬ 
pagne industry — there’s so 
much talk of bubbles. For the 
past couple of years it’s been 
bubble this and correction that. 


Yet the market keeps, well, 
bubbling up, at an annual rate 
of 4.4 per cent to the end of May 
2014. 

However, Fitch Ratings last 
week stated that Canada’s real 
estate market was 20 per cent 
overpriced, while the Morning- 
star rating agency predicted 
that a 30 per cent correction 
could happen over the next few 
years. 


What can you do to protect 
yourself? Here are some sug¬ 
gestions: 

Landlords: An easing in 
prices, combined with con¬ 
tinued low interest rates, is a 
homebuyer’s perfect dream. A 
deep correction of more than 
20 per cent is heaven itself. 
Should it come to pass, renters 
who are waiting and hoping 
for their chance at home sweet 


home will buy and the rental 
market will soften as vacancy 
rates climb. Landlords should 
stay on top of maintenance in 
order to keep their units as at¬ 
tractive as possible and stash 
cash just in case vacancy rates 
soar, leaving units empty. 

Homeowners: Avoid a 
home equity line of credit be¬ 
cause these are based on the 
property’s value and may be 


reduced or eliminated when 
the mortgage term is up. If you 
must borrow to pay for essen¬ 
tial repairs, consider re-mortga¬ 
ging now if fees and penalties 
are not significant. 

Prospective buyers: Don’t. 
At least, not yet. Yes, if prices 
continue to defy the-sky-is-fall- 
ing predictions, you may end 
up paying more. But having a 
bigger down payment could 


more than compensate and 
protect you from the impact of 
higher interest rates. 

If real-estate money is burn¬ 
ing a hole in your pocket, be a 
vicarious owner. Choose a low- 
fee exchange-traded fund (ETF) 
that tracks an index of Real Es¬ 
tate Investment Trusts (REITS) 
and is diversified among com¬ 
mercial, industrial and residen¬ 
tial real estate. 



‘Prankvertising.’ What 
marketing and shark 
scares have in common 



in Lake Ontario that caused 
real-world consternation this 
past week demonstrates the 
attention-grabbing risks mar¬ 
keters are taking in an increas¬ 
ingly media-fractured universe, 
experts say. 

The problem, they say, is 
that efforts to stand out from 
the crowd via “prankvertising” 
can easily backfire. 

“Until you’ve done some¬ 
thing, you can’t really say, ‘OK, 
maybe that wasn’t the smartest 
idea,”’ said Stephen Morgan, 
former creative director with 
MR.G in Toronto. “There is def¬ 
initely no rule book.” 

It was only on Wednesday— 
six days after the YouTube video 
surfaced, frightened some lake 


users and sparked safety con¬ 
cerns that ultimately reached 
the Ontario legislature — that 
Discoveiy Canada admitted the 
finned creature was a lifelike 
model. 

The idea was to create some 
buzz for a TV series on real 
sharks, not cause terror, Dis¬ 
coveiy Canada president Paul 
Lewis said by way of an explan¬ 
ation. 

“There was no anticipation 
on our side to cause any kind of 
fear or upset at all,” Lewis said. 

Some observers were skep¬ 
tical. Morgan, who doesn’t 
think the ad will mean a spike 
in viewership for Discoveiy, 
said creative talent at ad agen¬ 
cies aim to be “disruptive.”

New regulations 


Mechanically 
tenderized beef 
to be labelled 

Canadian shoppers will be 
able to see if the beef they’re 
buying has been mechanic¬ 
ally tenderized. Labelling 
regulations to take effect Aug. 
21 are designed to protect 
consumers after a huge meat 
recall two years ago. 

Health Canada says beef 
that has been mechanic¬ 


ally tenderized must have a 
sticker saying so. 

Packaged steaks must 
also have cooking instruc¬ 
tions that the meat must 
reach an internal temper¬ 
ature of 63 C and must be 
turned at least twice. 

Health Canada says the 
rules are meant to ensure 
that tenderized meat is 
labelled from the processor 
to the consumer, since it’s 
hard to tell just by looking 
at it.

The Lottery. Canadian- 
born actor David Alpay 
stars in Lifetime series 
about fertility crisis in 
the year 2025 


Empty playgrounds and 
amusement parks fore¬ 
shadow the eerie conse¬ 
quences of a future without 
children in the opening 
scenes of Lifetime’s newest 
series The Lottery. 

The dystopian thriller fol¬ 
lows an unexplained infertil¬ 
ity crisis in 2025 that has per¬ 
sisted for six years. This isn’t 
an inconceivable scenario 
given recent events such as 
bee colony collapses and star¬ 
fish die-offs, says actor David 
Alpay, who plays scientist 
James Lynch on the show. 

“Humans could be next,” 
says the Toronto-born Alpay. 
“Ten years is a huge amount 
of time in terms of what can 
happen chemically or en¬ 
vironmentally.” 

Alpay, 33, says there is an 
appetite, especially among 
younger audiences, to talk 
about issues like the impact 
of drastic environmental 
changes in a contemporary 
context. 

He hopes that the The Lot- 
teiy, which premieres Sun¬ 
day, will provide a way into 
that conversation. 

The 10-episode series was 
created and written by Tim¬ 
othy J. Sexton, who wrote the 
2006 film Children of Men. 

Faced with the potential 
demise of the human species, 
a breakthrough by Alpay’s 
character and his boss Alison 
Lennon (Marley Shelton) that 
successfully fertilizes 100 
embiyos grabs the attention 
of the U.S. government, who 
swoop in to take control of 
their lab. 

As President Thomas 
Westwood (Yul Vazquez) 
grapples with how to man¬ 
age this discovery, his chief 
of staff, played by Canadian 
Athena Karlcanis, suggests the 
embiyos be assigned through 
a countrywide lottery. 

The result of this lotteiy is

chaos caused by competing 
interests and political fall¬ 
out, and includes flashes of 
angry riots.

Have you checked your credit 
file recently? You should. 

Your credit file contains a 
listing of debit and credit pay¬ 
ments and it includes public 
record information about how 
promptly you’ve paid bills, 
along with all the yucky stuff 
like collections, judgements 
and bankruptcies. 

Typically credit agencies 
will keep a record of accounts 
that were paid and have no 
negative histoiy for up to 20 
years or for as long as you 
have a relationship with the 
company with which you did 
business. If you cancel an ac¬ 
count, the credit agency has 
no way of maintaining a cur¬ 
rent and accurate credit file so 
they often delete credit infor¬ 
mation. That’s why when you 
cancel a credit card the credit 
history that goes with it dis¬ 
appears. If you have a long his¬ 
toiy with a credit card supplier 
and want to stop using that 
card, cut it up but don’t can¬ 
cel the account until you’ve 
established a credit histoiy on 
a new card. 

Most people don’t realize 
that when a business makes 
an inquiry — when it checks 
your credit — that inquiiy not 
only affects your credit score, 
but it stays on your file for one 
to six years depending on the 
type of inquiiy. 



Annual credit check-up 


Check your credit files at least 
once a year to ensure the 
information is correct. 


• Send a written request to 
one of the two major credit 
bureaus in Canada: Equifax 
Canada Inc. or Trans Union 
of Canada Inc. 


Some credit-reporting 
agencies report the lenders’ 
rating of each of your credit 
histoiy items on a scale of 1 to 
9. A rating of “1” means you 
pay your bills within 30 days 
of the due date. A rating of “9” 
means that you never pay your 
bills at all or that you have 
made a consumer debt repay¬ 
ment proposal to the lender. A 
letter will also appear in front

of the number: for example, 
12, 02, R2. The letter stands 
for the type of credit you are 
using. 

“I” refers to an installment 
loan, such as for a car loan, 
where you borrow money 
once and repay it in fixed 
amounts, on a regular basis, 
for a specific period of time 
until the loan is paid off. “0” 
refers to open credit such as a 


line of credit, where you bor¬ 
row money, as needed, up to a 
certain limit and the total bal¬ 
ance is due at the end of each 
period. “R” refers to revolving 
credit, on which you make 
regular payments in varying 
amounts depending on the 
balance of your account, and 
can then borrow more money 
up to your credit limit. Credit 
cards are revolving credit. 

If you’ve mucked up your 
credit, know that the record 
of your financial indiscretions 
will remain on your file for all 
who inquire to see for up to six 
years after you diddled around 
and defaulted on the account. 

If you go through a debt 
repayment program, like 
one offered through credit 
counseling, the record will be 
removed from your file two 
years after you finish paying 
off your agreed upon amount, 


or six years after you default¬ 
ed on the account, whichever 
comes first. If you do a con¬ 
sumer proposal, the proposal 
and all accounts reported as 
satisfied through the pro¬ 
posal are removed from your 
file three years from the date 
you satisfied the proposal. 

The amount of time a 
bankruptcy stays on file is 
dependent on where you 
live. Typically, if you live in 
B.C., Yukon, N.W.T., Nuna¬ 
vut, Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba or Nova Scotia, the 
record will stay in place for 
six years from the date of 
discharge. In Ontario, Que¬ 
bec, New Brunswick, P.E.I. 
and Newfoundland and Lab¬ 
rador, it stays on record for 
seven years from the date of 
discharge. However, if you’ve 
gone bankrupt more than 
once, each will remain on 
your file for 14 years from 
the date of discharge of each 
bankruptcy 

If you get a judgement 
against you, the same rules 
apply as with bankruptcy 
except for P.E.I., which keeps 
the record on file for ten 
years. 

If you’ve been sent to col¬ 
lections, the record will be 
removed from your file six 
years after the date you de¬ 
faulted on the account with 
the original creditor. 

So if some collector calls 
you up after six years and 
says they’re trying to collect 
on the debt, they have no re¬ 
course and you can blow ‘em 
off. Your record is clear. 

The longer you exhibit 
good credit behavior by pay¬ 
ing your bills on time and 
managing your credit wisely, 
the more your credit rating 
will improve, until you once 
again achieve a favorable 
credit rating. And if you’ve 
got a good rating that’s been 
marred by inaccurate re¬ 
porting, it’s your job to fix it. 



Love or lust? Eyes will tell 


Does your date see you as a po¬ 
tential soul mate or an object 
of lust? Gaze patterns — more 
specifically where he or she 
looks — could help you find 
your answer, according to re¬ 
searchers at the University of 
Chicago. 

They say that glancing at 
the other person’s body could 
indicate sexual desire, while 
focusing on the eyes and face 
is an indicator of love and such 
judgment reveals itself rapidly. 

“Although little is currently 
known about the science of 
love at first sight or how people 
fall in love, these patterns of 


response provide the first clues 
regarding how automatic atten- 
tional processes, such as eye 
gaze, may differentiate feelings 
of love from feelings of desire 
toward strangers,” says lead 
author Stephanie Cacioppo, 
director of the UChicago High- 
Performance Electrical Neuro- 
Imaging Laboratoiy. 

Co-author John Cacioppo, 
director of the Center for Cog¬ 
nitive and Social Neuroscience, 
says the study indicates eye 
tracking could be useful in the 
field of psychiatry and more 
specifically in couples’ therapy.

“Are you 
going to let your career 
dictate your online 
persona or are you the 
type of person that is 
going to say, 'No, this is 
who I am and I am going 
to find a position where 
this isn't going to mat¬ 
ter?”

Salmon is my number one 
fish for the “barbie,” but cook¬ 
ing it on a cedar plank is so 
much more flavourful. 

You can purchase the 
thin wooden planks in your 
groceiy store where fish are 
sold. Soak them in water for 
at least 20 minutes to prevent 
burning. For an alternative 
cooking option, feel free to 
bake your salmon in 425 F 
oven for 10 minutes per each 
inch of thickness. 

I prefer to use organic sal¬ 
mon as a precaution against 
mercuiy and other pollutants 
that can be in our fish. 

Salmon, a fatty fish, is an 
excellent source of omega-3 
fatty acids. It’s proved to be 
beneficial in the treatment of 
osteoarthritis, cardiovascular

Directions 

1. Preheat barbecue to 425 F 


Ingredients 


• 1/4 cup pure maple syrup 

• 2 tbsp low-sodium soy sauce 

• 1 tbsp water 

• 2 tbsp rice vinegar 

• 2 tsp sesame oil 

• 2 tsp cornstarch 

• 2 tsp minced fresh garlic 

• l 1/2 tsp minced fresh ginger 

• Four 4 -oz skin-on salmon fillets 

• 2 tsp sesame seeds 

• 3 tbsp chopped cilantro or 
parsley 


and either spray a cedar plank 
or grill with vegetable oil. 

2 . Whisk maple syrup, soy 
sauce, water, vinegar, oil, 
cornstarch, garlic and ginger 
together in a small sauce¬ 
pan. Cook the mixture over 
medium heat until thickened 
and smooth, about 2 min¬ 
utes. Remove from heat. If 
too thick, add a little bit of 
water. 

3 . Place salmon, skin-side 
down, on plank or grill. Brush 
top half of salmon with some 
sauce. Sprinkle with sesame 
seeds. Cover grill and cook 10 
minutes per inch of thickness 
or until the fish flakes easily 
when pierced with a fork. 

4 . Garnish the finished sal¬ 
mon with cilantro and serve 
on the cedar plank with the 
remaining sauce on the side.

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Boy Wonder is back 


Third youngest. At 

25, Rory Mdlroy safely 
wins the British Open 


Walking off the 18th green as 
the British Open champion, 
Rory Mcllroy kept gazing at the 
names of all the greats on golfs 
oldest trophy. 

On the claret jug, his name 
is etched in silver below that of 
Phil Mickelson. 

In the record book, he is 
listed behind Jack Nicklaus and 
Tiger Woods as the youngest 
to win three legs of the career 
Grand Slam. 

And over four days at Royal 
Liverpool, he had no equal. 

“I’m immensely proud of 
myself,” Mcllroy said after his 
two-shot victory Sunday that 
was never really in doubt. “To 
sit here, 25 years of age, and 
win my third major champion¬ 
ship and be three-quarters of 
the way to a career Grand Slam 
... yeah, I never dreamed of be¬ 
ing at this point in my career so 
quickly.” 

He had to work a little hard¬ 
er than he wanted for this one. 

Staked to a six-shot lead 
going into the final round, Mc¬ 
llroy turned back every chal¬ 
lenge. He made two key birdies 
around the turn, and delivered 
a majestic drive at just the right 
moment to close with a 1-under 
71 and complete his wire-to- 
wire victory. 

In another major lacking 
tension over the final hour, 
what brought The Open to life 
was the potential of its cham¬ 
pion. 

After nearly two years of tur¬ 
moil, Mcllroy looked like the 
kid who shattered scoring rec¬ 
ords to win the 2011 U.S. Open 
at Congressional, and who won 
the PGA Championship at Kia- 
wah Island by a record eight 
shots a year later. 



Money on Mcllroy 


Rory Mcllroy was not the only winner 
at the British Open on Sunday. The BBC 
said Mdlroy's father, Gerry, and three of 
Gerry’s friends placed a combined bet of 
400 pounds (now $645) in 2004 on Mcllroy 
winning the British Open before he turned 
26. Mcllroy is now 25. The odds were 500-1, 
so the syndicate looks to collect 200,000 
pounds ($322,789) now that Mcllroy has 
lifted the claret jug.

It’s what I think about when I 
go to bed. I just want to be the 
best golfer that I can be. And I 
know if I can do that, then tro¬ 
phies like this are within my 
capability.” 

Mcllroy put an end to this 
major with a powerful drive 
down the fairway at the par-5 
16th, setting up a two-putt bird¬ 
ie to restore his lead to three 
shots. He finished with two 
pars, tapping in for par on the 
18th green. 

The hard part was trying 
not to ciy when his mother,

After getting engaged 
to Wozniacki on New 
Year’s Eve, Mcllroy broke 
off the engagement in 
May with a telephone call. 
About a week after, Woz¬ 
niacki exited the French 
Open in the first round.

NBA. Cleveland’s top 
Canadian from last 
year relishing first 
summer league after 
abysmal rookie season 


Three months removed from 
a hying rookie campaign, An¬ 
thony Bennett is in Las Vegas 
with plenty to smile about. 

Returning to the city where 
he starred at UNLV — before 
the Cleveland Cavaliers made 
him the first Canadian to be se¬ 
lected first overall in the NBA 
draft in 2013 — Bennett has 
impressed in his first summer 
league experience. 

“He’s improved his condi¬ 
tioning, he’s improved his phy¬ 
sique,” Cavaliers head coach 
David Blatt said. “His confi¬ 
dence has gone up. This was a 
veiy positive week for AB and 
we’re happy about that.” 

Bennett, who was rehab- 
bing a shoulder injuiy last 
year, wasn’t able to participate 
with the Cavs’ summer league 
team before his rookie year, 
forcing him to play catch-up 
as he started his professional

career. 

Fit and healthy this time 
around, Bennett says he must 
make the most out of his off¬ 
season preparation. 

“It was a hard season for 
me,” Bennett said. “I just 
soaked up eveiything, learned 
as much as I can, spoke to 
everybody on the team about 
what I can do better. It was just 
a real learning experience for 
me. That’s why I made a com¬ 
mitment to stay in the gym 
and just get right.” 

Opting to stay in Cleveland 
since the end of the regular 
season in April, Bennett has 
diligently been working out 
and sticldng to the menu his 
chef has provided for him. 

“I just got (together) with all 
of the coaches and trainers,” 
Bennett said. “I was going to 
stay in Cleveland for however 
long it takes to get right. Pretty 
much, I’ve just been working.” 

Those efforts are already 
paying off. 

During his first game in Las 
Vegas, a showdown between 
2014 No. 1 and No. 2 picks 
Andrew Wiggins and Jabari 
Parker, Bennett’s sculpted 
physique stole the show. Shed¬ 
ding somewhere between 15- 


20 pounds over the last few 
months, Bennett looks and 
feels much lighter. 

Most of all, he looks like 
a player ready to leave a lack¬ 
lustre rookie season in the 
past. 

“AB has been good since 
day one, since I came,” Blatt 
said. “Really working hard 
to get himself in shape. He’s 
really, really trying to do a lot 
of different things on the court 
to help the team win. 

“It’s a work in progress, but 
he’s doing a great job and I 
hope he continues in the same 
fashion.” 

In addition to the shoulder 
injuiy, Bennett dealt with both 
asthma and sleep apnea. Once 
the season ended, he had his 
tonsils and adenoids removed. 
The 21-year-old big man says 
those ailments, coupled with 
the pressures of being the top 
pick, weighed on him over the 
course of last year. 

“It was fun, but all of the 
things I was going through — 
the pressure, the injury, the 
conditioning, not playing — 
all of that just built up on me,” 
Bennett said. “It was kind of 
hard.” 

Following up his summer 
league debut with a 13-point, 
14-rebound double-double, 
Bennett averaged 13.3 points 
and 7.8 rebounds in four 
games with the Cavaliers. His 
13.3 points-per-game average 
was second on the team be¬ 
hind the 15.5 averaged by Wig¬ 
gins.
